Blaine as a Silver Man.

WASHINGTON, D. O., January 22.—A private 
letter recently received here says that Mr. 
Blaine, in the second volume of his book, 
takes strong ground in favor of the continu- 
ance of silver coinage. This piece of news has 
been hailed with great delight by silver peo- 
pie Democrats as well as Republicans. On 
ooking up Mr. Blaine’s record, however, he 
is found to be a very pronounced advocate of 
bi-metallism. Upon January 24, 1878, when he 
was a member of the Senate, he introduced a

ANOTHER COLD WAVE. 


The Mercury Traveling Downward with 

e Blood-Chilling Rapidity. 

The Signal Service hit the nail on the head 
last evening when it predicted that this local- 
ity would be still further disturbed by the 
atmospheric conditions that prevailed yester- 


day. The disturbance has come, and, in the 


words of the poet, it will be a daisy. 


The mercury had already, at3 o’clock this af- 
ternoon, fallen from 29 deg. at 6a. m., to only 
5above zero, and the wind was sweeping 
down from the northwest at the rate of twen- 
ty-six miles an hour. All this transition 
from softness to stiffness, from slush to ice, is 
due to a high barometer area that has devel- 
oped in the Northwest and alow aréa in the 
South which, on Sergeant Weber’s weather 
map, has the appearance of a thumb, 
wit the nail at Cairo, III., 
the joint at Little Rock, Ark., and the ball at 
Galveston, Tex. The re tive positions of 
these two areas are nearly similar in location 
to those of the cold wave of two weeks ago 
that ravaged the South, but the local sign 
office does not believe that it will get very col 
in the South this time as ftis quite warm 
in Wyoming and Colorado, which will have a 
moderating effect on the wave. At the rate 
the wind is blowing it is likely that the full 
force of the storm will be felt here to-night 
and that the quicksilver will wake be to-mor- 
row with its white head reclining in the neigh- 
borhood of zero or below. 

In the Northwest the changes have been sud- 
den and great, allof Montana, Minnesota and 
Dakota ping under the affliction of minus 
signs. The change made yesterday in the 
ublished signal service bulletin in the Post- 
ISPATCH shows its advantages to-day 
by revealing to the most casual observer the 
dropin the temperature atthe various sta- 
tions, which will readily explain what makes 
this section shake and shiver. It should be 
borne in mind that the 
fact of cold weather existing in 
the Northwest does not necessarily mean 
that it will move this way, unless the changes 
in temperature in the ogy Pee hours pre- 
ceding are very marked. Thesesudden move- 
ments in that period are now shown by the 
1 system of bulletin publishing.

Coldest of the Season. 

Sr. PAUL, MINN., January 22.—To-day is the 
coldest of the present season. The mercury 
early this morning ranged from 28 to 35 deg. 
below zero, and at noon marks 20 to 


25 deg. below, with a * Wind blowing, 
making it exceedingly isagreeable. The 
railways are experiencing serious difficuity 
from the drifting snow, The greatest trouble 
on the Milwaukee and St. Paul Line is near 
Lake Pepin, where the wind is blowing 
the snow off the ice on the lake into the cuts 
along the road, forming a heavy blockade and 
n delaying trains. Four engines have 
een at work since daylight bucking the snow 
and endeavoring to clear the track. 


An Iowa Blizzard.

a hair’s breadth from the principle, not 
to say one word of any man mingling in this 
question, that can bring the elements of wrath 
and passion into a debate, and a consideration 
which nothing but patience, nothing but self- 
restraint, nothing but the casting aside of 
much prejudice and prepossession, and 
nothing but a determined disposition to look 
alone at what candor and justice demand, will 
afford us the smallest hope of solving. 

He urged the Government to dc whatever it 
is going todo, withthe utmost promptitude 
and frankness.

THE IRISH MEMBERS PLEASED. 

The effect of this upon the Irishmen was that 
they appreciated, instantly, the argument and 
the subtle distinction and the reference to the 
existence of the union when there was an 
Irish Parliament, which had never fallen from 
the lips of an English minister before. Their 
faces flushed with pleasure and they cheered 
madly. Afterwards several said to me: He 
has taken all the venom out of the struggle. 
This was shown by Parnell, who concluded his 
dignified and wise speech by saying that for 
his party they sawin the present position a 
desire and a wish onthe part of Englishmen 
to study and understand, with a view to its 
final settlement, this great Irish question, and 
they were resolved that no extravagance on 
their part, of action or language, should mar 
the chance which their country possessed for 
the first time in her history. 

Yesterday has shown how  inconceivably 
silly were those prophets who talked about 
Gladstone’s influence being on the wane: 
Perhaps he will let his followers stray alone 
for a while, butlike the man in Goldsmith’s 
poem, he knew that when he pleased, he 
could whistle them back.

, OCCUPANTS OF THE PLACE 
Were all smoking together. Cong Seng was a 
visitor of the place, calling around there to 
loaf. He was at the plage that Sunday till 
after 9p. m., when be said he was going home 
and leit. Cong Seng has been in the habit of 
calling at witness’ residence fortwo or three 
months. Witness left his home at 8:10 Mon- 
day morning ‘with other cigar-makers and 
Lou Johnson was left there by himsclf. He 
was in bed when they left. Witness told 
Johnson he was going, and handed him the 
keys in case he might need them, telling him 
to lock the door aiter him if he went out and 
leave the keys at Sam Wah Lung’s tea store. 
He was halfasicep when witness woke him 
up and told him that the window in Johnson's 
room was a little raised for ventila- 
tion. Witness returned to the house at 
12:30 p. m. and had lunch with Wong Tai 
another cigar-maker, eating pies an 
cakes together. He looked into Johnson’s 
room, but did not goin. He saw no one there. 
The bed was made up neatly. He noticed that 
the place was durkened. Witness next saw 
Johnson at about 8 p. m. that day, when 
Baptiste discovered his dead body. itness 
was not there when the discovery was made. 


produced in court the 
weapons found in Johnson’s room, one of 
them a handsome revolver of the kind used 
by the Irish Constabulary, the other a British 
bull-dog. Judge Laughlin snapped the Con- 
stabulary revoiver, and witness identified it as 
one which Johnson had shownhim. He did 
not know of any of the cigar-makers having 
revolvers. They had knives. 

„This kind?’’ Judge Laughlin asked, lifting 
up the bowie-knife, which was taken from 
Cong Seng at the time of his arrest. 

The witness shuddered as he looked atthe 
blood-stained weapon, and answe em- 
phatically in the negative. Witness stated 
that Baptiste lived at his place, and did not 
pay for his board, as that was not the way in 
which Chinamen extended hospitality to 
one another. Both Baptiste and John- 
gon were members of the Hong society. 
Cong — occasionally slept at 
the cigar-maker’s never kuew of his working, 
but had heard that he sometimes worked at a 
laundry. Witness was subjected to quite a 
lengthy examination as to whether he smoked 
opium, how he did it, whosmoked with him 
and where he bought the drug, answering pa- 
tiently for a while, but finally coolly iniorm- 
ing Judge Laughlin that be 

DON'T INTEND TO ANSWER 
any more questions on that subject, as he did 
not think it had any bearing on the case. 

This brought a smile to the lips of Judge 
Van Wagoner, who, however, stated that he 
did not see the relevancy of the questions 
asked of the witness. 

Witness stated that the cigar-makers o- 
cupied the whole house, except two rooms 
occupied by a colored woman. The basement 
had not been used as an opium den, to his 
recollection. Witness hdd lived there nearly 
three years, but moved away when Johnson 
was killed there. Witness said that there were 
other ways of getting into the house besides 
those generally used, but he had never entered 
by any of them. There were several other 
occupied houses inthe alley. Their tenants 
were white and colored families, who went to 
and fro in the alley, just as witness and his 
friends did. 

The next witness was Cong Tsai, who came 
smiling to the stand, but relapsed into a some- 
what nervous condition d the adminis- 
tration of theoath. He said he was a cigar- 
maker and . knew u ohnson for 
about four years. At the time of John- 
son’s death witness was living in the 
alley between Seventh, Eighth, Market and 
Walnut streets. Johnson lived there too. He 
last saw Johnson alive on Sunday, the day be- 
fore he died. Witness did not go near John- 
son's room at noon on the day of his death.

SENATOR PLUMB’s bill to break up 
gambling in the army is a timely measure 
for the suppression of a great and grow- 
ing evil. The evidence as to the extent 
and growth of gambling among officers 
and men is abundant and conclusive. The 
solitary instance of rebutting testimony 
volunteered by Gen. SHERMAN is not worth 
much under the circumstances. He gives 
it as his conviction that there is less 
gambling inthe army than at any time 
since 1840. This conviction may possess 
average merit as a conviction, but, as it has 
been a long time since Gen. SHERMAN had 
any connection with the army, it is worth 
very little as testimony. Reliable wit- 
nesses, connected with the army and well- 
situated for judging, affirm that the evils 
of gambling in military circles are such 
as demand the immediate attention of the 
War Department, and against such dec- 
larations the gratuitous statement of civil- 
laus is not competent evidence. More-

Dor at any previous time—is wholly for- 


eign to the consideration of the army hab- 
ite of 1886.

- CULLOM AND HE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 

Senator CUx Tons Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce has spent a vast amount 
of time and money, ink and stationery in. 
gathering evidence and elaborating argu- 
ments to convince itself of the truth of 
certain propositions for which nine-tenths 
of the common people have been contend- 
ing for years. 

One of these propositions is that Congress 
should no longer surrender its constitu- 
tional function of regulating commerce 
between the States, and no longer permit 
that mighty and far-reaching power to be 
wielded over States, cities and people by 
railroads or combinations of railroads, 


| subject as they are to the exigencies of 


ring management, and restrained only by 
er- parte considerations of self-interest in 
connection with stock manipulations. 

How this power has been used and 
abused by railroad managers, between 
States and within. States, is shown by 
countless business wrecks and countless 
monopolies which are the illegitimate off- 
spring of railroad management. It has 
been shown again'and again in our courts, 
where the puny remedies of the common 
law have been invoked in vain to protect 
business men from being crushed by some 
railroad management which coveted their 
mines or mills, or was personally inter- 
ested in building up a competing invest- 
ment and making a monopoly of it. The 
huge fortunes of VANDERBILT, GOULD, 
GARRETT, STANFORD, HUNTINGTON and a 
score of other railroad kings are proofs 
that railroads in this country are run for 
the benefit of managing rings and their 
parasitic investments and enterprises, 
with but secondary regard for the inter- 
ests of stockholders and in utter disre- 
gard of the public’s rights and interests. 
Only the other day in the United States 
Court at Topeka it was shown by an owner 
of coal mines how he had been driven out 
of business by a coal company managed 
by the manager of the road over which he 
had to ship, and how, when he refused to 
take less than cost for his coal mines, the 
aforesaid manager said to him: Davis, 
you had better sell while you can, for you 
cannot ship a pound of coal over my road.“ 
In this way all the coal and other mining 
property in Missouri is falling into the 
hands of railroad rings, and soon the de- 
velopment of our State and all its great 
interests will be as Subject as are those of 
Pennsylvania to the blackmailing power 
and rapacity of an affiliated brood of mo- 
nopolies. 

It is obviously preposterous to expect 
the desired reform from the railroads 
themselves, and at last a Senate commit- 
tee has reported in favor of coercive regu- 
lation as necessary to protect both stock- 
holders and the public. The justice of the 
popular demand for such regulation has 
long been admitted everywhere on this 
earth except in the United States Senate, 
where one-third of the members are the 
tools or dependents of railroad influence. 
In the Island of Great Britain, where the 
sea is near to every part, where canals 
abound and where they have a Royal 
Railway Commission with more power of 
regulation than is conferred on any rail- 
way commission in the United States— 
even there a Conservative Ministry sig- 
nalizes the opening of a new Parliament 
by promising in the Queen’s speech to pre- 
pare a bill extending the powers of the 
commission. Rigid accountability of man- 
agers to stockholders is the rule there; par- 
asitic business attachments are jealously 
excluded from the management; stock 
watering is outlawed, and opportunities for 
unjust discrimination or extortion are not 
a tithe of what they are in our country; 
and yet arailway commission fully em- 
powered to protect the public by com- 
pelling railways to fulfill their common- 
law obligations to all patrons is conceded 
by the most conservative to be a public 
necessity in Great Britain. For reasons 
ten-fold more cogent, a thorough and ef- 
fective system of. railroad regulation is 
demanded here in the name of public jus- 
tice and the public safety.

| TWICE-TOLD LIES, 

For generations there has been an exo- 
dus of whites from New England and the 
Atlantic States, and the fact has been 
calmly accepted as a natural result of 
crowded populations seeking relief in 
sparsely settled sections of the country. 
But the recent movement among the 
negroes in the South is declared by a few 
ill-informed or malevolent persons to pro- 
ceed from the unjust treatment with 
which the whites treat them, especially 
through the operation of laws alleged 
to have been passed by the whites 
for the oppression of the blacks. 
Nine-tenths of the negroes who are now 
leaving their old homes are simply mov- 
ing from one part of the South to another 
part, and the simple statement of this 
fact is enough to dissipate the stupid fic- 
tion of systematic oppression. It is easier 
for a laboring man to make a good living 
on alluvial soil than among sterile hills, 
and when the negro who lives in the hills 
finds this out he is apt to move into a dis- 
trict where his work commands ample 
pay. 

In some of the Southern States most of 
the cotton is raised by white labor, which 
is furnished by white people as poor as 
the negroes and similarly situated. A 
lien law passed for the oppression of 
the negroes would bear just as harshly on 
the poor whites, There have been bad 
lien laws in the Gulf States; but they have 


been corrected and modified. - They 


clusive oppression of the negroes, and 
at their worst were injurious to all classes. 
A few Northern papers still open their 
columns for the admission of fanciful 
effusions, in which the whole white 
population of the South is represented as 
composed of landlords and merchants 
banded together in a conspiracy against 
the blacks, while the negroes are por- 
trayed as living among implacable ene- 
mies who take infinite delight in oppress- 
ing and maltreating them. This does 
very well as far as it goes, but a few 
blood-hounds and iron collars ought to be 
thrown in to make the ideal picture com- 
plete. 


AMONG the many and voluminous docu- 
ments gathered and printed at the public 
expense by the Senate Committee on In- 
terstate Commerce was a remarkable 
statement from President PERKINS of the

sent by telegraph to the Associated 
Press. In the course of his effort 
to show that railroads should be left per- 
fectly free to fix rates to suit themselves 
and to depart from them openly or secret- 
ly whenever they choose, Mr. PERKINS 
contends that there is little, if any, 
foundation for complaints that railroad 
charges are unreasonable, and he insists 
that there is very littie, if any, unjust 
extortion or unjust discrimination prac- 
tioed. “ Whereupon the Chicago Tribune 
reminds him that the Jilinois Railroad 
Commissioners have found his road guilty 
for three years past of charging an exces- 
sive and unlawful rate on regular passen- 
ger tickets between Chicago and all points 
on his lines within the State of Ilinois. 
The same paper also reminds him of com- 
plaints now pending before those commis- 
sioners in which his printed freight 
schedules are cited as proof of the most 
extraordinary discriminations by his road, 
mounting, in at least one instance, to 
the preposterous injustice of charging one 
place double the rate allowed another for 
twice the distance.’’

PARNELL may see more in the situation 
than is visible from this side of the At- 
lantic, and it may yet work out so as to 
vindicate the policy of the support he gave 
to the Tories in the last election contest. 
But all appearances on the surface of 
things fully sustain the misgivings with 
which his Tory manifesto was regarded in 
this country.

If the Senate is desirous of inaugurating a 
new policy upon this subject, however, it 
should take the initiative by giving the public 
the reasons why it confirms or rejects appoint- 
ments.

It is quite possible that President Cleveland 
would be perfectly willing to give to the Sen- 
ate the reasons for all removals if he 
could be assured that those rea- 
sons would de discussed in open 
Senate and the public given the benefit of both 
the discussion and the information. But to 
demand the information and then suppress it 
in secret session is to declare in practice that 
sauce for the Executive goose is not sauce for 
the Senatorial gander, a doctrine that is en- 
tirely at variance with the American spirit of 
fair play.

' A&A DIME MUSEUM SENSATION. 


The Elopement of a Mexican Revolutionist 
and a Serio-Comic Singer. ° 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NRW York, January 22.—A few days ago a 
Mexican sharp-shooter, of pleasing address, 
Don Jose De Bonanza, of Cerro Gordo applied 
at the People’s Museum for a temporary en- 
gagement. He was seven feet tall, dark and 
swarthy, He had an eventful history. He 
had been, for many years, a professional rev- 
olutionist, having been in twenty-seven revo- 
lutions, and taken a conspicuous part in the 


advances of twenty-seven Mexican insurgent 
armies. He had been Minister of War for one 
Mexican revolution, Minister of Finance for 
another, and his recent visit to the United 
States, which ended in his accep a situa- 
tion in a dime museum, was made as ter 
of Foreign Affairs for the revolutionary 
which has just collapsed in Mexico. He was an 
excellent marksman and used to shobt a dime 
held between the thumb and finger by his 
lady private secretary. He shot apples 
on er and could put a 
bullet through the ring of a waten or hit a 
business card edgewise and split it in 
two. When he appeared on the stage he al- 
ways wore his Mexican uniform, with major- 
eneral’s epaulettes andthe star of Chihua- 

ua on his breast, which he had received for 
capturing a cattle ranch. Miss Adelaide Mar- 
tin, the serio-comic vocalist and sentimental 
melodist, was playing an extended engagement 
at the People’s Museum when the Mexican was 
engaged there. She was the wife of the cham- 
pion middle-weight prize-fighter of ‘Tennes- 
dee, a man who had ‘‘knocked out“ every- 
body from Knoxville to Memphis. He often 
came to the Museum to hear his wife sing. 
Tuesday evening he was sitting in the 
front of the Museum next to the 
orchestra, one of the most prominent 15-cent 
seats in the house, when he saw aman in the 
upper right hand 25-cent box throw! bou- 
quets to his wife and calling fora repetition of 
one of her sentimental son He thought at 
tirst of throwing a chair at the man in the box, 
but he reconsidered it and when he started to 
find him, the man was gone. The middle- 
weight champimn of Tennessee waited for the 
entertainment to end to take his wife home. 
The Mexican sharp-shooter told him that he 
would not be allowed to go on the stage to see 
his wife as only members of the regular com- 
pany were ever admitted there. The prize 
tighter remained outside. The tall Mexican 
and the seri-comie singer 

HAD A PRIVATE UNDERSTANDING 

in regard to eloping and they resolved to fly 
at once. There was no way out of the house 
unobserved, so they hid behind the curtain 
and the Mexican pried up some of the stage 
floor with a crow-bar. He picked up the serio- 
comic singer and dropped her into the cellar. 
Then he followed her and they groped their 
way to a window and climbed out. Thence 
they ran to Second Avenue, got on a Second 
Avenue car and escaped up town. When it 
was discovered that the Mexican sharp-shooter 
and the serio-comic singer had eloped, the 
rage of the middle-weight champion of Ten- 
nessee knew no bounds. He jumped on the 
stage, crept down the hole and started out 
through the cellar window in pursuit of the 
fiying pair. He learned that they had got on 
a Second avenue carand he goton a Second 
avenue elevated train and few up town in 
pursuit of them. After riding two miles he 
got off and boarded every Second Avenue Sur- 
ace car that came along and asked the con- 
ductor if he had seen a Mexican and a serio- 
comic singer. Atlast he found a conductor 
who had, and who said that the fugitives had 
taken a cross-town car at Fourteenth street.

NERSHIP WAS BROKEN. 


Why Crittenden and Cockrell Fell Out—Hugh 
Brinker the Cause of the Trouble—A Melo- 
dramatic Scene Between the Senator and 
the ex-Governor—More About vest's Letter 
—Burnes’ Boom for Norton. 


The publication in the Post-DISPATCH, two 
days ago of Senator Vest’s letter to ex-Gover- 
nor T. T. Orittenden, informing the handsome 
ex-governor of the reasons assigned by Presi- 
dent Cleveland for not appointing Crittenden 
to a foreign mission, and the review of the 
motives which led tne junior Missouri Sena- 
tor to indite the epistle, contained 
the first public in timation of the dissolution of 
the political partnerships and friendships be- 
tween Vest, Cockrill, Crittenden and Phillips, 
which have ruled Missouri politics since the 
close of the war. The old law firms were styled 


Vest & Phillips’’ and ‘‘Crittenden & Cock- 
rell.“ The former was located at Boonville, 
and the latter at Warrensburg. 
VEST AND COCKRELL 

are now in the United States Senate; Phillips 
was made Judge ofthe Kansas Clty Court of 
Appeals by Crittenden during the latter’s ad- 

nistration, and poor Crittenden alone is left 
out in the cold, unprovided for. In the gen- 
eral split-up between the two firms, the Sena- 
tors went together and Phillips, owingas he 
does — hg te position to the ex-Governor, 
is favorably inclined to his benefactor. 

The principal reason for the coolness be- 
tween the Crittenden and the Cockrell crowds 
is explained by the appointment, at the in- 
stance of Cockrell, of Hugh Brinker of 
Warrensburg, to a territorial jud —— in 
New Mexico. Crittenden was an applicant for 
the position given to Brinker and his friends 
claim that Cockrell’s action under the circum- 
stances was reprehensible, for the reason that 
moved by a selfish interest, ne ignored an old 
friend and indorsed aman who had hitherto 
been his bitter enemy. 

Brinker, as was well-known at the time „ was 
outspoken in his opposition to Cockrell’s re- 
election and had even gone so far as to say 
that he would work hard tosend a man of 
brains (meaning himself), to the Legislature 
to defeat the Senator. Brinker’s influence was 
powerful and feared. Oockrell encompassed 
it by giving Brinker an appointment, and con- 
verting an enemy into a friend. 

A short time subsequent to the Brinker ap- 
7 Orittenden and Cockrell met at 
Varrensburg, and arrived at a definite under- 
standing astotheir future relations. In the 
course of the conversation which ensued be- 
tween the ex-Governor and the Senator, Crit- 
tenden said something like the following: 
Lou have seen fit, sir, to ignore me and all 
my friends; my recommendationsjfor friends 
are ignored; my advice is not sought, and fur- 
thermore you have appointed our mutual 
AND SWORN ENEMY 
to high 8 and position. I have come, sir, 
to notify you face to face that the political 
and personal friendship which ‘has heretofore 
existed between us is dissolved. I always ap- 
pointed my friends to oflice; you appoint your 

enemies. 

After that there could be no question about 
Crittenden’s position with reference to Cock 
rell. The ex-Governor removed to Kansas 
City and retired from politics. A short time 
after he was startied from his obscurity by 
Vest’s letter, laying all the blame for Critten- 
den's failure to receive an appointment, upon 
President Cleveland. And so the breach be- 
tween the Kansas City and the Washington 
end of the old firm, is widening daily. 

The friends of Senator Vest are open in their 
statements thata fight upon Cockrell is a fight 
on Vest and that Cockrell’s re-election next 
winter means Vest’s re-election five years 
hence. With that end in view, Vest’s followers 
are at work industriousiy to secure the elec- 
tion of Cockrell men to the Legislature. This 
is particularly true with reference to the State 
Senators; one-haif of the members holding 
over until the succeeding session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

A report is current about town to the effect 
that Jim Burnes’ race for the Senatorship is 
only a blind and that Jeems, and his editor, 
John Edwards, have a dark horse in their 
mind’s eye, whom they will spring upon the 
Democratic caucus next winter at the proper 
time. The candidate in question is said to be 

JUDGE ELJIAH NORTON, 

of the Supreme Bench. Norton is universally 
admitted to be the strongest man, politically, 
in the State, not excepting Cockrell, and if he 
should consent to, run his chances of election 
would be excellent. It is rumored that 
Burnes has agents out in every Oon- 

ressional District in the State working 

n Norton’s interests. In many cases the men 
who are to make the race for the Legislature 
have been selected. In every district the cry 
will be against Cockrell, and while the oppo- 
sition candidates in different sections will 
be 13 to the local favorite first, 
there will be a well defined understanding 
that Norton is to be second choice. The mul- 
‘tiplicity of candidates against Cockrell will 
render a consolidation, upon some one candi- 
date imperative, and Norton being the second 
choice of a majority of the members, it is likely 
that he will be the lucky man.

JUDGE BREWER’S OPINION. 


The Right of Compensation Under the Pro- 
x hibition Law. 

TOPEKA, Kan., January 22.—Judge Brewer 
rendered an important opinion yesterday in 
the case of John Walruff, a brewer of Law- 
rence, for the removal of proceedings in the 
United States Circuit Court. The Judge, in 
outlining the case, said that between 1870 and 
1874 the defendants constructed a brew- 
ery costing $50,000. For other purposes 
the works were not worth $5,000. Up 
to the year 1880, the making of beer was legal. 
In 1881 and 1885 laws were enacted to — 
prohibition into effect.

A SHAREHOLDER’S RIGHTS DEFINED BY 
JUDGE LUBKE IN THE MEPHAM OASE. 


Decision in the Morrison Suit to Correct a Re- 
lease of Dower—Judge Dillon Declines to 


Wait on the Federal or Criminal Courts—A | 


Lesson for Lawyers—Matters of Interest 
Under the Dome To-Day. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decicion 
overruling the demurer to the petition in the 
mandamus case of the State at the relation of 
George 8. Mepham against the St. Louis Paint 
Manufacturing Company. The petitioner owns 
thirty-three shares of the capital stock; 
for which he holds one. certifi- 
cate. He offered to surrender it and 
requested five certificates in lieu of it. The re- 
quest was denied. The corporation was or- 
ganized under the laws of this State, and the 
shares of stock are declared personal property 
and are made transferable in the manner pre- 
scribed by the laws of the corporation. It 
may be assumed that Mr. Mepham, by 
force of the statute and under 
the by-laws, has the right to 


transfer his shares in such lots as he may 
desire. Whether be desires to make transfers 
immediately or not he is entitled to a separate 
certificate for his stock so that he can more 
conveniently dispose of it, or hold or pledge 
it. In this case no question of title is involved. 
It had been argued that the request of Mr. 
Mepham is insisted upon to gratify a whim or 
to harass and annoy the corporation and its 
officers. This might change the case, but 
there is nothing before the court to call for 
the consideration of such a proposition. 


Mrs. Morrison’s Release. 

Judge Lubke to-day overruled the demurrer 
to the petition in the case of James L. D. Mor- 
rison and Adele 8. Morrison against Ed C. 
Smith. This was an action to obtain 


a decree reforming deeds affecting real 
estate in this city made by the 
Morrisons to Smith. By mistake the deeds 
were not correctly drawn. The property be- 
longed to Col. Morrison and his wife joined in 
the conveyance to release her dower. Judge 
Lubke says: In the case before 
the court the effort of the 
Morrisons is to obtain a re- formation of deeds 
to which they were both parties, and it cannot 
be doubted that all parties tothe writing are 
necessary parties to the action. Only 
in the event of Mrs. Morrison 
survivin her husband will she have 
an actual interest in the property. Her re- 
lease by having joined in her husband’s deed, 
can then be used against her. If such release 
was made by mistake or was greater than the 
parties contemplated at the time, there is no 
good reason why Mrs. Morrison may not at 
once, while all the parties are living, come 
into court and have the release corrected.’’ 


# Conclusive Return. 
Judge Lubke rendered a decision to-day in 
the case of William Mathews against the St, 
Louis Bridge Company and the Missouri Pacific 


Railway Company. The court overrules the 
motion to quash the return of service as to the 
Bridge Company. This was an action for dam- 
ages lor personal injuries sustained on the 
east side. The Bridge Company moved to 
quash the return of the Sheriff showing that 
service of the writ was made in this city 
— delivering a copy to the superintendent 
of the Bridge Company at the office. The Pres- 
ident was notfound. It was alleged that the 
return was untrue. Notwithstanding the Court 
states that the motion must be overruled, be- 
cause if the Bridge Company is a corpora- 
tion of this State the return of service 
is sufficient under revised statute 748, 
and if it is a corporation of another 
state the return is sufficient ugder revised 
statute 3,489 to confer jurisdiction for the 
rendition of personal judgment and the reci- 
tals in this return are conclusive upon the 
parties. Evidence is not admitted to contra- 
dict the return otherwise than in a direct 
action against the Sheriff as for a false return. 


No Ground for Continuance. 


Judge Dillon of Circuit Court No. 2 has made 
an announcement which concerns all attor- 
neys having business in that Court. He states 
that in future no continuance will be granted 


in that Court when a case is called for trial, 
and the counsel on either side intimate 
that ; are engaged in the 
trial cuse either in the 
Federal or Criminal Courts. The Court will 
not accept the excuse. In other words, the 
docket will not be delayed by Federal or 
Criminal Court engagements of counsel. This 
rule will operate to the great inconvenience of 
several counsel who combine a civil and crim- 
inal practice. 


An Intelligent Juror. 

After the closing address of counsel to the 
ury in acase before Judge Thayer last even- 
ing, the Sheriff was instructed to gather up 
the papers and take the jury to the 


room in the basement for consultation. 
When they reached that apartment, however, 
the Sheriff connted heads and found one 
missing. The matter was reported to the 
Court and the eleven jurors were discharged 
for the night. This morning the absentee, J. 
O'Connor, turned up and was reprimanded by 
the Court. He entered a plea of ignorance. 


Tardy Barristers. 
Judge Horner taught the bar this morning a 
lessonin punctuality. The law docket was 
set for calling to-day in Court No. 4, and the 


Judge took his seat promptly at 10 o’clock. 
His audience consisted of Clerk Auguste L. 
Priest, the Deputy Sheriff, a colored 
girl and one attorney. The Court 
roceeded to calithe docketand reached the 
Rat entry before any response was made. The 
Sheriff was then told to adjourn court till Mon- 
day morning, and the Judge leftthe bench. A 
few minutes later the members of the bar came 
straggling in to find the court adjourned.
